U. S. Regulars Hold City In Mar- 
ia!

Lexington, Feb. 10 — Dawn 
found Lexington an armed camp 
approximately SXX) federal and 
state troops patrolling the city 
and all aproaclu's. Xo one is al- 
lowed to enter the cily as a re- 
sult of yesterday's riots. 

The early morning casulty list 
remained at five dead, 17 wound- 
ed. William Lockett ,thc negro 
slaj'er of Geneva liardman, re- 
mained confined in the steel cage 
in the court house, awaiting re- 
moval to Frankfort or Eddyville. 

The attempt to lynch Lockett 
yesterday caused the riots. Lock- 
ett was brought hfrc from Frank- 
fort yesterday, tried and convict- 
ed of murder, and sentenced to 
die in the electric chair March 
11th. . 

During the trial the mob rush- 
ed the entrance to the court 
house, alter a lialt warning was 
unheeded, it met wiili a volley 
from state trooi)s. J'\nir hun- 
dred additional troops arrived 
here last night. 

Reports last night that 1,50C' 
mountaineers were enroutc here 
failed to materialize, but it 
caused the commanding officers 
to throw a cordon of troops 
across the highways leading to 
the city. 

Gen. Marshall stated martial 
law is indefinite. The city is 
now quiet.

LEXINGTON MOB SCENES 



Lc.xin.irton, Feb. 10.--AI't-^r a day of 
rioting, unprecedented in the history 
of Lexingrton, during which five Kvcs 
v. ci o lost and a' score of persons wei c 
wounded, Lexington is under martial 
law with nearly a thousand United 
State- soldier.- on jjuard to uphold or- 
der and restore peace. ' 

Wjli Lockett, negro, confessed slay- 
er of lO-year-old Geneva Haidman, 
will pay for his crime in the electric 
chair.' An attempt of a mob of sev- 
eral hunfh-ed, from many points of 
Kentucky, to storm the Fayette coun- 
ty courthouse during the trial failed, 
but left the city in sorrow. 

Within half an hour after his trial 
was begun in Circuit Coart—exactly at 
9:28 o'clock Montlay morning — the 
murderer was sentenced to die in the 
electric chair at Eddyville before 
dawn on the morning of March 11. 

Governor Morrow signed the death 
warrant last night in the executive of- 
fices at Frankfoit. 

At midnight, with every avenue 
leading to the courthodse closely 
guarded by trained troops of the fam 
oui^ First Division — ^veterans of two 
years' fighting in France — Lockett 
Was still incareei^tcd in a room ad- 
joining that in whiCh-Jhe had heard 
his sentenced pronounced a fe^w hours 
^tiier. 

Lockett, whose crime precipitated 
tL\e trouble v.hich cost five lives, was 
asl.'^P his cell in the courthouse 
when' Brigadier General Marshall took 
over c ')mmand of the city.

al battalions numbering about 400 
men. At 9 o'clock a total of more 
than 800 Fedoal' troops were patrol- 
ling the city. 

Adjustant General Dewees, who 
commanded the troops that fired on 
the mob, declared in a ^tatoment 
given out .shoitly aftpr General Mar- 
shall had taken command of the situ- 
ation that he considered his action jus- 
tifiable and unavoidable. His state- 
ment follows: 

"I did everytlung possible to avert 
what happened. In a public state- 
ment I warned the citizens not to at- 
tempt violence and-to avoid the dan- 
ger zone. No shot.s were fired until 
the crowd reached the machine gun. 
I backed twenty steps, grappled with 
two of the leaders, striking one over 
the head witli my pistol. The volley 
which stopped the -rush, was not fired 
a minute too scon. 

"If this should have to be gone 
through again I do not believe I could 
with any safety revise any of the ac- 
tions the military were forced to take. 
I'd do again wbat I have done." 
The unexpecting firing had an imme- 
diately quieting effect and the crowd 
returned to its station on the street 
The wounded were immediately taken 
to hospitals. 

Th^ man with the rope, William 
Lockhart, was arrested and taken to 
police hcad(iuarters, and the crowd 
thinned out to a great extent. 

There was no concerted demonstra- 
tion following the shooting, altiiough 
several individuals in the front ranks 
shook tiieir fists and shouted. 

After the verdict had been made 
public a great deal of excitement was 
caused by the report that if a commit- 
tee would come into the jail v. ith their 
hands tie np the negro would be turn 
ed over to thmc. Twenty or thirtj. 
started foi-ward at once, but it was a 
false alarm and they turned back. 

Brigadier General Francis C. Mar- 
shall, commanding officer in charge of 
the City of Lexington under martial 
law, said last night that the troops 
had the situation well in hand and 
that he believed order had been re- 
stored. 

Extra guards were sent to the 
Union station last night following re- 
ceipt of rumors that incoming trains 
would bring in persons who had dyna- 
mite. No trouble, however, was met. 

The first military arrest in Lexing- 
ton was ria<le within fifteen minutes 
after ithe flag had been planed on the 
courthouse sod. »^ 

John Golding was. taken into cus- 
tody after refusing to desi-it from 
making a curb speech on why the 

authorities should turn "that d ' 

negro over to us", which vas pro- 
fusely interspersed with profanity. 
He was lodged in the county jail. 

The raising of the American fla^ on 
the lawn in front of the courthouse, 
signifying the taking over of the city 
and county by federal troops, did the 
work that fifty guns could not have 
done, in the opinion of Brigadier Gen- 
eral Francis Marshall, military gov- 
ernor of Lexinjgton. Immediately af- 
ter the arrival of the first detachment 
of federal troops at the Courthouse 
square Old Glory was griven a position 
directly in front of the courthouse, 
guarded by two six-foot sergeants. 

The troop train was occompanied by 
a detachment of newspaper corres- 
pondents. 

Genei-al Marshall's first, oflicial act 
as -millitary governor of the city was 
to is.sue pas.ses to new.spaper men. 

A shoit time after relinquishing 
military control of tiie situation here, 
Adjutant General Deweese made the 
following statement: 

"I jun sorry that there should be 
bloodshed, but I am sure that my men 
were justified in opening fire when 
they did." 

Fear that mobs would raid tiie Uni- 
versity of Kentucky arsenal to ob- 
tain rifles, prompted Brigadier Gen- 
eral Francis Marshall to send guards 
from the first detachment of arrivals

"I was in military service for 
lor. near Louisville. I first was 
in the pioneer infantry and after- 
wards transferred to the Quar- 
termaster's Department and 
worked as a teamster about the 
camp. Lieut. Fowler, a white 
officer, was my last commander. 
I was discharged honorably at 
Camp Taylor in May ,1919. 1 sub- 
mit my discharge certificate with 
this statement. 

"While at Camp Taylor I was 
treated at one of the regimental 
infirmaries for disease. 1 have h^d 
this disease for 10 Of 15 years. It 
may be this had something to do 
with the act I committed. This 
disease and my ignorance are all 1 
have to offer in exj)lanation or ex- 
I tenuation of what 1 have done. 1 
I don't know why I did it. 
' "It has been explained to mc 
j that the punishment for murder 
'is death or confinement in the 
penitentiary for life, in' the discre- 
jtion of the jury.
